THE REDUCTION OF THE WHISKY TAX. 
Of the benefits of the reduction of the tax 
from two dollars to fifty cents, the Committee 
say: The propriety of the reduction of the 
tax is justified by the fact that we are realizing 
more reyenue than under the previous tax. 
In July, August and September there was re- 
ceived from whisky and spirits $8,500,000, 
making nearly $35,000,000 per year. Less than 
$14,000,000 was collected the last year under 
the tax of two dollars. Much of the last 
fhree months’ tax was due to the tax received 
from whisky in bond, but it must be remem- 
bered that some time was required to get 
distilleries In running order under the new pro- 
vision. The whisky in bond did not increase 
the demand in the market, and had not that 
demand been supplied from bonded ware- 
houses it must necessarily have been from dis- 
tilleries. The tax on each was the same, 
and while fraud has continued at distilleries, 
so has it at bonded warehouses. During Oc- 
tober the tax received was over $2,500,000, be- 
ing one-third of all the money collected by 
internal revenue, and the amounts thus re- 
ceived are clearly the result of the reduction 
of tax and the system of testing production by 
capacity, and that system is yet imperfect. 
The committee allude to the causes of fraud, 
aé follows:

New Yorg, Dec. 19.—Money active on call 
at 7 percent. gold, with an extra commission, 
Discounts nearly nominal at 8 to 10 per cent. 
There are no new cases of stringency, and it 
is thought the worst of the pressure is over. 

Gold ruled very firm. The opinion in finan- 
cial circles is nearly unanimous that political 
affairs in Europe are ina very precarious 
state, and thata general war is more than 
probable. The advance to 136 was on telec- 
grams from London reporting bonds down to 
7334. German bankers are large buyers. 

The bank statement is again unfavorable, 
but perhaps less so than was generally ex- 
pected. The legal tenders show a decrease 
of $3,219,000, snd the deposits are $6,260,000 
lower, indicating a large outward flow of 
fands. The loans, however, are nearly $1,000, - 
000 lower. The surplus over the legal re- 
serve has been reduced $2,188,000, leaving the 
surplus about $15,000,000. The rail- 
way shares took a very buoyant 
turn. toward the close. The bank statement 
was fayorabie to a rise. Erie was the only 
exception, and remained flat. The greatest 
buoyancy was shown in Northwestern shares, 


‘which advanced to 78% for the common and

Late News from the indian Country— 


W hereabouts of the different Indian 
Tribes. 


St. Louis, Dec. 19.—A letter from General 
Sheridan, dated at a depot on the North Cana- 
dian river, Dakatoh, was received at General 
Sherman’s headquarters to-day. It gives in- 
formation, derived from Black Kettle’s sister 
by General Sheridan himself, in substance as 
follows: The Indians were encamped, first 
Black Kettle and other chiefs of the Chey- 
ennes and a small party of Sioux, in all thirty- 

, eight miles down the Wasbita, as 

Arrapehoes and seventy additional 

nes and Kiowas; and further 

' the Apaches and Comanche:. 

While thus encamped three war partics were 
sent out. 

One composed of Cheyennes, Kiowas, and 
Arropahoes went north in the direction of 
Fort Larned, and was still out. Another was 
composed of Cheyennes and Arrapahoes, and 
returned, the t of which led Gen. Custar 
into Black Kettle’s village. This party 
brought back three scalps, one of which was 
that of the exprcessman killed and horribly 
mutilated between Forts Dodge and Larned 
just before Sheridan left the former fort. The 
mail he was carrymg was found in Black Ket- 
tle’s camp. The other party was mixed, and 
went in the direction of Fort Lyon, and is 
still out. About the time the first of these 
parties started, Black Kettle and one sub- 
chief from each band went to Fort Cobb and 
brought back provisions given them at that 
fort. While they weae gone, or about the 
time of their return, the last war paty referred 
to was sent out. 

The women are of the opinion that they will 
all sue for peace at Fort Cobb as the result of 
the battle with Custar. They would have 
gone to Sheridan's camp had nofthe opening 
at Cobb been held ont to them. * 

General Sheridan then says: I shall start for 
Fort Scott as soon asthe trains from Fort 
Dodge arrive. Had it not been for the misfor- 
tune of a Kansas regiment getting lost, and 
the heavy snow, which rendered their horses 
unfit for duty, we would have closed’ up this 

before this time. As it isI think the fight 
- tty well knocked out of the Cheyennes. 
Thirteen Cheyennes, two Sioux, and one Ar- 
rapahoe Chie’s were killed. The Government 
makes a great mistake in giving these Indians 
any ec erable amount of food under the 
cappoolian of necessity. 
e whole country is literally covered with 
me, and there are more buffalo than will 
ast the Indians for twenty years, and the tur- 
key are so numerous tvat flocks of from one to 
two thousand have heen seen, and the country 
is full of grouse, quails, and rabbits. Herds of 
antelopes and deerare seen everywhere, and 
even ran tbh Gen. Custar’s train while on 
his march. The reservation laid off for the 
Cheyennes and Arrapahoes fs full of game and 
the most luxuriant grasses. Black Kettle’s 
sister reports that three white women were in 
the lodges below Black Kettle’s camp.

Attempt to Break Jail at Springfield— 
The Malcontents Foiled and One of 
Them Killed—How an Ex-Quarter- 
master Luxuriates on Stolen Furni- 
ture. 

{Special Dixpateh to Louisville Courter-Journal.] 
NASHVILLE, Dec. 20.—Springtield, Robert- 

son county, was thrown into quite a state of 

excitement yesterday afternoon by an attempt 
on the part of the prisoners confined in the 

jail at that place to escape. When Mr. R. H- 

Murphy, son of the jailer, entered the jail with 

supper for the prisoners, one of them named 

Slhoemake, who is represented as a despera‘e 

character, attacked him, telling him that he 

intended to make his escape or die in the at- 
tempt. In the confusion that ensued, Sho:;- 
make and thirteen others out of the nincteen 
in the jail escaped, the remaining five being 
secured by Mr. Murphy, who then pursucd 

Shoemake, shooting him through the heart 

just as be leaped across a creck a short dis- 

tance from the jail, thus verifying his assertion 
that he would escape or die in the attempt. 

The citizens then turned out and recaptured 

the balance ef the fugitives, and locked them 

up in their old quarters. Three of them were 
slightly wounded. A number of attempts 
bave been made heretofore by the prisoners in 
the Springfield jail to escape, but they have 
uniformly failed. 

A prominent lawyer of this city has received

A Patriotic Pedestrian Strapped in 
New Orleans.

The following has been handed us by Ser- 
geant Bates, and we take great pleasure in 
publishingit. The reports alluded to in it are, 
we are convinced, entirely groundless, and will 
influence no one who takes the trouble to in- 
vestigate facts:

How we are Cheated, 

The New York World has turned its atten- 
tion to unearthing the stupendous swindling 
in New York on the part of the grocers, small 
retailers and market provision-dealers. The 
array Of facts shows a startling amount of ras- 
cality in practice through false measures and 
weights. “‘Itis estimated that the loss to con- 
sumers by false weights and adulterations is 
fully fifteem per cent., and the azgregate of 
such losses in a city like this is actually as- 
tounding when we reckon the population and 
their purchases. The one million people on 
this island, countiny all classes, consume an 
average value of food amounting to one dollar 
daily for each person, rich and poor. This is 
an aggregate of $7,000,000 a week, and $354,- 
000,000 a year, so that with fifteen per cent. of 
cheating the people are actually swindled out 
of €54,000,000 every year in the purchase of 
food. Why, in so small daily expenditures as 
five dollars per day for meat, vegetables, and 
groceries, the loss to the purchaser, by cheat- 
ing and adulteration, amounts to $373 75 a 
year.” A similar amount of iuvestigation in 
other cities than New York would reveal an 
equally bad state of affairs. This is the age of 
cheating and adulteration.

Blind Tom’s Rival. 

A negro girl named Emma has just suddenly 
shot into the galaxy of musical geniuses and 
stars, and astounded the Vicksburgers with 
her extraordinary performances on the piano. 
This girl bas been pronounced by all who have 
listened to her wonderful performances a musi- 
cal prodigy. She is entirely self-taught; in 
other words, being possessed with an extra- 
ordinary musical gift, she plays upon the piano 
anything which she hears as if by 
intuition, and apparently without ef- 
fort, and she makes no pretensions, 
admitting her thorough ignorance upon every 
topic and in every acquirement, ba_, when 
called to the piano her performance is 80 start- 
lingly surprising that you are fain to doubt her 
statements as to her ignorance. Her touch is 
just as delicate and soft, her conception as cor- 
rect, her rendition as true and as pure as that 
of many of our most finished and popular mu- 
sical performers: This is rendered exceedinzly 
surprising when it is known that she is only 
eighteen years of age aud is entirely unedu- 
cated,’’ The well-known correctness of the 
negro’s ear for music seems to be strikingly 
IWustrated in this yirl.

The Indians. 

Mr. Peace Commissioner Tappan has writ- 
ten a long letter to the New York Tribune, in 
which he says that the delay of Congress to 
provide for the Indians produced the war, and 
that the war policy should not prevail He 
says: ‘“The practice of holding an entire race 
responsible for the alleged criminal acts of a 
few must be speedily abandoned, or an alarm- 
ing state of war will continue to exist on the 
Western border, involving the death of hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of enterprising, in- 
dustrious and deserving pioneers, who have 
settled there in fancied security, depending 
upon their Government for peace and safety. 
Yet they find proceedings tolerated that ex- 
pose them tothe greatest peril, for it is the 
policy of the Indians in war to strike their en- 
emy at the weakest point. The border settlers 
deserve better treatment, and should not be 
sucrificed toa spirit ofaggression on the part 
of some and a desire on the part of many to 
make money—men ever ready (and too often 
successful) to provoke an Indian war, merely 
to gratify their ruling passion.” This whole 
Indian business should be put in General Har- 
ney’s hands with discretionary powers. As it 
is now, the “Ring” at Washington use it to 
meke money out of and employ their favorites.

The 14th Amendment. 

Forney gloats over the idea that Kentucky and 
Maryland are to feel this thumb-screw: ‘The 
rebels who control them will soon be com- 
pelled to choose between a diminished repre- 
sentation in Congress or a full enfranchise- 
ment of the colored people. The second sec- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment is as fol- 
lows: ‘Section 2.

sis of representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of such 
male citizen shall bear to the whole number of 
male citizens twenty-one years of age in such 
State.’4 And there is a large and independent 
party of Democrats id both States who declare 
their intention to concede the right of suffrage 
to all their colored men, rather than submit to 
a loss of representation in Congress. Wheth- 
er they are strong encugh to overcome the

Our Traveled Smugglers. 

It seems that cheating is not confined to the 
rings, lobbies and Alaskans. Tens of thou- 
sands of Americans, veritable ‘‘carpet-bag- 
gers,’’ flock over to Paris cach season, taking 
with them scarcely achange of linen. One 
moderate-sized trunk easily holds all thata 
whole family will carry with them. ‘‘Social 
position’ is content with few things on the 
outward-bound steamer. But when they re- 
turn see what a caravansary of baggage they 
bring back. A score of large trunks, crammed 
with enough wearing apparel for themselves 
and their relatives for several years, con- 
sisting of opera-cloaks, laces, cambrics, 
linen, gauzes, on broadcloth, 
velvets, jewelry, watches, diamonds, photo- 
graphs, statuettes, pictures, vases, perfumes, 
toilet goods, toys, gloves by the gross, and a 
vast assortment of articles of bijowterie and 
vertu, make up the assortment of *‘wearing ap- 
parel appropriate to their name and position” 
on returning home. The amount of costly 
goods thus deadheaded into the country by 
‘“so¢ial position’’ is perfectly enormous. In- 
deed, it is only limited by the cash means of 
the returning touriste and their friends at 
home. The lawful duties on these goods 
would amount to considerably more than all 
the other expenses of their trip. Many wealthy 
families make it a regular custom to visit 
Europe once in two years, and some 
every season, for the sole purpose of doing 
their “shopping”’ in Paris and other cities on 
the Continent, and purchasing their fineries at 
one-third the American price. What they 
save in the cost of the goods more than equals 
the expenses of the trip. We are informed by 
those who have returned from Paris that trunk- 
making is one of the most extensive branches 
of business carried on in that city. A hundred 
thousand of these trunks are annually filled 
with costly goods by American, tourists, and 
suuuggled through our custom-houses free of 
duty, on the pretext of the ‘‘social position’’ 
of the owners. This is one of the great moral 
ideas of the day, and the legitimate result of 
Radical rule. 

VIL. 
Bonner Disconsolate. 

Mr. Robert Bonner, of New York, is known 
as the owner of several good beasts. Among 
them was one of blood and speed called the 
Auburn horse, which he has lost by death. He 
was by Champion, a horse said to be nearly if 
not quite thoroughbred, out of a mare said to 
be by Vermont Hambletonian.

greater sentation among horsemen than any-

fore Hiram Weodruff died, the Auburn horse 
was sent to hin}, 2nd this was the first time he 
was ever ina traning stable. At first he did 
nothing but jogging work, there being a little 
soreness in his feet. When that was removed, he 
gave the old Ficld Marshal and bis aids such a 
touch of his quality t#@t they never forgot it.

With a liberal legislaticn, 
one calculated to foster our interests, with tie 
moneys raised by the taxes of our owa prap- 
erty to be expended among us, and the many 
new and varied improvements continually s0- 
ing on, the State of Superior would readily 
take rank among its sister States as one of the 
brightest stars in the constellation; and the 
untold wealth of its mines, its lumber, and tts 
fisheries would be more thoroughly developed 
and brought to the markets of the great West.” 
This would give twe more Radical Senatos. 
When the other States are divided up, Rhode 
Island might be peeled and sliced into at lest 
two. 


x. 
Virginia at the Negro’s Mercy. 

The Richmond Whig of the 18th is filed 
with the accounts of the outrages of a band 
of negroes near Richmond. Yesterday morn- 
ing the city was rife with rumors of the mur- 
der of a family on the Nine Mile road, and it 
soon became generally known that five or ax 
negroes, on Tuesday night, had broken into 
the house of Mr. Andrew Sherman, a Germin 
residing on the Nine Mile read, near No.5 
battery, and after beating him and his wife 
senseless robbed the house of some bacon, bel 
clothing, and about two and a half. dollars, all 
the money Sherman happened to have in his 
pocket-book at the time. During the day, 
though at intervals semi-conscious, neither 
were in a condition to give a connected recital 
of the particulars of the bold and atrocious 
effort made to take their lives. From their 
attending physician, Dr. L. R. Waring, who 
left them atten o’clock last night, we learn 
that Sherman had become conscious, and says 
that about half-past ten o’clock Tuesday night 
he heard the report of a gun in his yard, and 


in the room. He took a horse pistol, went to 


groes confronting him, fired at them, and then 
retreated and got his gun. 
use it, however, they forced the door open, 
wrenched the gun from him, and beat him 
over the head with it until he fell senseless. 
His wife, it seems, at first remained 
still, but, sceing that they were about 
to kill him, got up and rushed to bis | 
assistance, when she, too, was _ felled 
to the floor. After that, neither knew any- 
thing. Mrs. Sherman, when the Doctor left, 
was still delirious. Her skull is fractured, ac- 
companied by depression of the brain. Sher- 
man has three severe wounds on the head, 
and another near his ear, which was nearly 
severed from his head. Dr. Brauer, of the 
Howard Grove Hospital, was also with them, 
rendering medical aid. A consultation was 
held between him and Dr. Waring in regard 
to operating on Mrs. Sherman last night, but 
it was not deemed immediately necessary Her 
symptoms are described as quite unfavorable. 
Mrs. Sherman, when conscious yesterday, said 
she saw five or six negroes, though Sherman, 
being knocked senseless by the first two who 
entered the house, did not see that number. 
He thinks he would be able to recognize the 
two if he were tosee them again. These are 
some of the fruits of Underwood’s last decision 
and general jail delivery.

After Dark. 
The interesting law suit in New York in-

fayor. An injunction was issued re- 
straining Jarrett and Palmer from the per- 
formance of this scene In ‘After Dark.”’ 
Judge Blatchford concludes his decision thus: 
All that is substantial and material in the 
plaintiffs ‘‘railroad scene’’ has been used by 
Boucicault, in the same orderand sequence 
of events, and in a manner to convey the | 
same sensations and impressions to those who 
see it represented as in the plaintiff's play, 
Boucicault has indeed adopted the plaintiff's | 
series of events to the story of his play, and in 
doing so has evinced skill and art, but the | 
same use is made in both plays of the same 
series of events to-excite, by representation, 
the same emotions in the same sequence, 
There is no new use, in the sense of the law, 
in Boucicault’s play, of what is found in the 
plaintiff’s ‘‘railroad ecene.’”’ The “railroad 
scene” in Boucicault’s play contains 
everything which makes the “railroad 
scene’”’ in the plaintiffs play attrac- 
tive as a representation on the siage. 
The ‘‘railroad scene’ in Beouciecault’s play is 
undoubtedly, when acted, performed or repre- 
sented on a stage or public place, an inyasion 
and infringement of the copyright of the plain- 
tiff in the “railroad scene” in his play. The 
subtantial identity between the two scenes 
would naturally lead to the eoncelusion that 
the latter one had been adopted from tae ear- 
lier one. The charge of actual plagiarism on 
the part of Boucicault made in the bill is not 
denied. It is hardly pessible that the resem- 
blances are accidental, and that the differences 
are not merely colorable, with a view to dis- 
guise the plagiarism. The true test as to 
whether there is piracy or not is to ascertain 
whether there is a servile or evasive imitation 
of the plaintiff's work, or whether there is a 
bona fide original compilation made up from 
common materials and common sonrces, with 
resemblances which are merely accidental or 
result from the nature of the subject. This 
puts a stop to stealing plays or parts of them 
for some time. 


XI. 
Marriage of Miss LeVert. 

The New York Mail comes tous with a long 
account of the marriage of Clara Netta, young- 
est daughter of Madame Octavia Walton Le- 
Vert, to Mr. Rigail Reab, of Augusta, Georgia. 
For hearty enjoyment, the number of distin- 
guished guests present, etc., etc., this wedding 
may be considered one of the social events of 
the season. ‘‘Notwithstanding the rain the 
large chapel was filled with hundreds 
of people anxious to witness the ceremony. 
At about half-past seven o’clock the bridal 
party entered the church, Miss Octavia LeVert 
leaning on the arm of Mr. Jefferson, lead- 
ing. She was dressed in rose-colored silk, 
cut en train, Pompadour waist, and trimmed 
with lace; roses in the hair.

TOBACCONISTS. 


The Meeting in New York. 
{From the New York Times, December 16./ 

A ow of delegates from several tobac- 
conists’ societies in this State and New Jersey 
met et at the Astor House.

LOUISIANA NEGRO-RIDDEN. — 


A Night of Horror—Thrilling Narrative 
of Mme. Pablo Fillieu Concerning 
the St. Bernard Troubles. 


{From the N. O. Times, I7ch.] 

The most extraordinary event connected 
With the recent political disturbances has 
never been fully written out. This was the 
immediate circumstance attending the death of 
Pablo Fillieu, and until his wife took the stand 
in the recent St. Bernard iny ns the ex- 

traordinary details have been (in spite of efforts 
made at the time) beyond the command of 
reporters. 

The exact manner in which the high-spirited 
and determined Fillicu met his death is des- 
tned to have its place in history. And as 
such we give below the statements made‘by 
his survi wife, of what was the most dra- 
matic and tragic situation of any of the recent 
disturbances. The evidence was taken down 
before Judge Thornton, Mr. Henry Castellanos 
acting as oages uting attorney for the State: 

Mme. Pa Fillieu sworn—The last time Isaw 
my husband alive was on the 25th of October. He 
was then at our house in the parish of St. Ber- 
nard. On that night a crowd of some 400 negroes 
had come up the road. They had approached 
very slowly, and finally stopped in or of our 
residence. One ofthem cried “hait,’ they 
all halted.

From Jno. H. Cannon, Esq., who has just re- 
turned from the scene of the great river disaster, 
we gather the following interesting items: 

8. F. Morris, of Hartford, Conn., and J. M.

THE HONORED DEAD. 


Frneral Obsequies of the Late Wil- 
liam Garvin. 


One of the Largest Demonstrations of 
the Kind Ever Seen in Louisville. 


The funeral of the late William Garvin took 
Place yesterday. Few such demonstrations have 
ever been seep in Louisville, and such a tribute 
as she paid on yesterday to William Garvin was 
well worthy a city grateful for the good so noble 
amember of her sociely had wrought during a 
lopg end useful life. The grief-stricken 
family of the deceased were not the 
only mourners in the vast multitude 
who listened to the solemn funeral service; 
for every one who had known him grieved with 
them, and realized painfully the reality of what 
Was transpiring. William Garvin was not a pub- 
lic man—he was only a private citizen—but had 
he been a statesman, no greater honors could 
have been paid his memory. The First Presbyte- 
rian church, where the funeral discourse was 
pronounced, although one of the largest church 
buildings in the city, was so densely crowded as 
to render uncomfortable nearly all who arrived 
early enough to find seats, and hundreds went 
away, unable to pass beyond the vestibule. On 
Green street, Center street, and Sixth street there 
were long lines of carriages and hacks, and in the 
chureh yard, up to eleven o’clock, people were 
ecnstantly passing to and from the entrance of 
the church, which was completely blocked with 
persons Who were listening intently to catch the 
words of the minister. The merchants of the 
city attended the funeral in large numbers. 

The service opened at half-past ten o’clock, Rev. 
Dr. L. P. Yandell pronouncing the invocation. 
Following this a hymn was sung, and then Dr. 
Yandell read a number of scriptural passages. 
Then came more of the sad, solemn music from 
the gallery, and as its last notes died away, a 
prayer was offered up by Rev. Dr. Wilson. After

About the game time Keys used to be seen on the 
street-corners of Loutsville, hawking patent soap 
and other articles. This, it is believed, he did 
merely as a cloak to hide higher-handed vil- 
lainies. 

In a word, Harry Keys is a very bad man, and 
we advise every decent community to beware of 
him. He tis po doubt at this time endeavoring to 
worm himself into the favor of some infiuenttal 
class of men in a distant cliy, and if he is not 
closely watched he will before long celebrate his 
third marriage. 

It ig to be hoped that the letters of recommend 
ation placed fn his hands by certain distinguished 
Odd-Fellows will be repudiated,and that they 
will never again be so prodigal of their civilities 
to a convicted burglar and a proven bigamist.
